AEROPLANE WILL . 
GET TRYOUT SUNDAY; 


SMALLEST BUILT 


The little aeroplane in the rear of 
the Richmond garage, which has 
been attracting the attention of hun- 
dreds daily, is practically assured of 
a flight Sunday next. The motor will 
be brought over from San Francisco 
today and according to R. Noble, one 
of the half owners of the machine, it 
will take but.a few hours to install. 
The builder, and other owner, who is 
an experienced airman, and who will 
give the machine its tryout on Sun- 
day, is Otto Streich of Pullman. 

If the machine, which is the small- 
est machine ever: manufactured, is a 
suceess it will be built commercially 
at a factory to be erected here in 
Richmond. One thousand ‘dollars 
will be the price that the machine 
will be sold et, a price which -will 
make flying possible.
